Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) 
gradually is streamlining itself for 
the crucial 
wage-price measure- 


ments of the weeks ahead. 


Soaring prices and demands for 


more pay— aggravated by Eu- 
rope's needs—are chief 
concerns 


right now of 
President Truman,
